The boats of 
the ships ia the oeighborbood, immediately 
put off to the assistence of the poor fellows, 
ead io this way @ considerable number were 
saved. . 

Admiral Kempenfeldt was drowsed in 
hie cabin—but Captaia Weghora bad. as 
intimation of hie danger, ia time to rush on 
deck before the ship filled, aod was saved. 
The Lieutenant, whose obstisacy and want 
of judgment contributed so much to bring 
about this fatal catastrophe, was drowaed, 
as was likewise the Carpenter, who werned 
him of the danger, which threatened tbe 
vessel, The whole number saved, proba. 
bly did not amouot to two hundred end 
filty—and, of course, there were more than 
one thousand persons drowned by the siak- 
ing of the Royal George, while lying at 
aochor io the harbor of Spithead. Only 
one of the masy women wae saved, and 
she was dragged out of a port as the ship 
wae sinking,

SINKING OF THE ROY AL GEORGE. 

The ship Royal George was an English 
man-of-war, of immense size, with three 
decks, and one bundred guos. Her crew 
Consiste of about nine huadied men. This 
ship was lying at Spithead, en anchorage 
near Purtsmouth, in August, 1842, all ready 
for sea, buund fur the Slediterranean, in 
compaoy with a large fleet, aod carrying 
the flag of Admiral Kempenfelt, a fine old 
officer nearly seventy years of age. 

On the 19 b of August, there were on 
board the ship besides the regular crew, 
some tw» or three hundred women, then 
makiog io all, between twelve and thite 
teeo huodred souls on board. There wae 


crew, as the ship was to sail ic a few days 
On her cruise. 

On this memorable day, it was discov- 
ered that a water-cock about three feet be- 
low the wa'er line, required some repair, 
aod orders wete given to careen the huge 
ship over the side, until the water-cocek 
should appear above the surlace of the 
water, so that the plumbers would be ca- 
bble to put it in order without difficulty. 
The guns were accordingly run in on the 
side where the repairs were required, and 
run out on the other, the larboard or 
lett side—and some other heavy articles 
were shifted, wotil the vessel leaned or ca- 
reened over eo much, that the repairs 
couldbe made. A sloop came along- 
side soon afterwards, ladea with stones 
which were hoisted out, and by some 
strange neglect, deposited temporarily on 
that side of the vessel, which was eiready 
dowa in the water. 

This, of course increased ‘the beel’ of 
the ship, that ia, caused ber to lie over 
more than before—eod the wind increasing, 
the waves begae to form eed rush into the 
lower ports, from which place the water 
could pot easily escape, aod it was washing 
about op the lower deck.
